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Tax Hike 


Charted

Andover voters, turning out in im- 
pressive fashion, were charting a course 
in town meeting action this week which 
could result in a tax rate increase of $2.50 
to $3. 

It took two complete sessions and part 
of a third to adopt a municipal budget for 
the coming fiscal year, as the voters ex- 
amined tax cap options and recommen- 
dations of administrators and the finance 
committee before taking action. 

As the third session opened Wednesday 
night, best estimates set the tax rate for 
next year between $65.50 and $66, up $3.50 
from its current $62. The estimate does 
not include anticipated increases in state 
aid, as indicated would be forthcoming by 
Gov. Edward J. King. ‘The tax rate 


forecast does include financing a revalua- 
tion program, whether it would be adopted 
through town meeting action or not. 
Voters had not reached the revaluation 
issue as the TOWNSMAN went to press on 
Wednesday. But, if the money is not voted 
at the session, the state will do the work 
anyway and charge the town, thus produc- 
ing an anticipated expense against the tax 


levy. 


Most of Monday and Tuesday nights at 
town meeting were spent voting on the 
first 76 line items in the budget and haggl- 
ing over the propriety of voting to override 
the tax cap legislation which was not yet a 


law.

Futile

Town Meeting Tuesday night gave the 
school committee a 5.3 percent budget in- 
crease for next year, even as Governor 
King announced he is about to sign a four 
percent tax cap into law on Beacon Hill. 

A two-third majority of voters elected to 
override the cap, but not until they had 
teased the schoolmen with the possibility 
of getting even more. 

The crowd of nearly a thousand was in 
enough of a spending mood that the com- 
mittee decided to take advantage of a 
town counsel ruling and up their budget 
goal. Atty. Al Daniels said that if town 
meeting rejected the 5.4 percent budget 
presented by the committee, the com- 
mittee would have to come back with 
another budget — either higher or lower 

School Chairman Elaine Viehmann in- 
dicated that they would return with the 8.2 
percent budget they recommended a few 
weeks ago. 

The defeat of the 5.4 percent budget was 
practically inevitable then, with voters 
who wanted more for the schools joining 
forces with those who wanted something 
nearer the tax cap. But a two-thirds ma- 
jority for a higher figure was harder to 
come by, and attempts at 8.2, 7 and 6 per- 
cent budgets were all defeated before the 
town, nearly an hour later, settled on a 5.3 
percent increase. 

That budget totals $11,985,283 — or $9,- 
430,000 in personal services and $2,555,283 
for other expenses — compared to $9,020,- 
000 in salaries and $2,362,036 expenses in 
this current year. 

In his presentation for the school com- 
mittee, Joseph Finn noted that the 5.4 per- 
cent figure was some $1.2 million less than 
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the administration’s original request for 
an 11.2 percent increase, and would mean 
the loss of some busing services, at least 
10 teachers, new personnel, summer 
school, the school physician, part of the 
gifted and talented and athletic programs, 
custodial aid in the cafetrias, and driver 
education, as well as a decrease in aide 
time from approximately 12 hours per 
class per week to nine-and-a-half hours. 

Mrs. Viehmann reminded the audience, 
however, that the one part of fiscal 
autonomy the school committee will re- 
tain under a tax cap, is the authority to 
transfer funds from one account to 
another as it seems necessary. 

Finn said the school committee had sup- 
ported its 8.2 percent budget for several 
weeks (despite attempts by the selectmen 
and finance committee to get it nearer the 
four percent cap), in an effort to be fiscal- 
ly prudent and still maintain the quality of 
education in Andover schools. 

He said they voted last week to come 
down to 5.4 percent, in response to the 
general tenor of a recent public hearing on 
the budget. But, he went on, the school 
committee felt that anything below 5.4 
percent would ‘‘unquestionably 
deteriorate the quality of education for the 
children of Andover.” 

In fact, he said, a minority opinion on 
the committee (There had been a 4-1 vote 
to get down to 5.4 percent) felt they had 
already gone over the line. 

Finn showed graphs which illustrated 
that Andover’s per pupil cost is not even in 
the top 10 in the Northeast Region of 
Massachusetts, and finally urged passage 
of the 5.4 percent budget. 

“We're not trying to cut back any 
further,’’ he said. ‘‘It would cause 
irreparable damage.”

Jacobi Photos On Exhibit 
‘Lotte Jacobi: Photographs,’ an exhibi- recently at the Addison Gallery of For three quarters of a century, Mme. 
tion based on the life and work of the American Art, Phillips Academy, An- Jacobi has been a resource of 
celebrated German born artist, opened dover. photography. Living and working with 


celebrities in the visual arts, writers, and 
academicians of prewar Berlin, she was at 
the nucleus of the energy that she and her 
compatriots brought to America in the 
1930’s. 

Her first public recognition in the 
United States came from the pure 
abstract images done in the ’40’s called 
Photogenics. By moving controlled light 
sources across photographic paper, she 
made sensual, rhythymic, and mysterious- 
ly ambiguous ‘light drawings.’ These un- 
dulating veiled swaths of light become 
visual metaphors for memory or other un- 
worldly magical spaces just beyond the 
edges of imagination. These works, 
photographically parented but conceptual- 
ly close to painting, indicate the 
relationship Lotte Jacobi maintained with 
painters and printmakers. In fact, from 
1935 to 1955, she directed her own art 
gallery in New York City exhibiting works 
in all media largely by artist-friends from 
Europe 

Her life’s work, however, is based on at- 
tributes developed out of her work in por- 
traiture. The ability to perceive those es- 
sential characteristics which reveal the 
quintessence of the human subject later 
was directed toward all kinds of subject 
matter — landscapes, still lifes, pictures 
of animals, rocks, and trees, all have the 
quality of specificness that the portraits 
have. 

The exhibition reviews the great variety 
of Mme. Jacobi’s work, including some ex- 
amples seldom before seen. Portaits in- 
clude those of Alfred Steiglitz, Albert 
Einstein, Marc Chagali, Robert Frost, 
Lotte Lenya, Paul Robeson. Also 
represented are urban and rural landscape 
images bordering on the abstract and 
utilizing pure pictorial considerations 
upon which the photogenics (also includ- 
ed) depend.

But Gerald Silverman, Andover resident 
and former administrator here, felt the 5.4 
percent would already represent 
“irreparable damage.”’ 

“It would not be maintaining the school 
system,” he said, adding thatthe town 
would actually be buying less than it did a 
year ago, due to double digit inflation. 


He said the town had historically been 
“‘penny wise and pound foolish” in its 
building programs, and that it was now 
time to spend more on the future of the 
kids. 

Silverman said his three children have 
had a total of 35 years in the Andover 
system, and that if he added up his tax bill, 
“I get a pretty darn good deal.’’ He said 
families who have two or three children in 
the schools would have to pay $5000 in real 
estate taxes to be paying their fair share 
of school costs. 

He urged the meeting defeat the 5.4 per- 
cent ‘‘and hope the school committee will 
come back with 8.2.’ 

Finance Committee Chairman Donn 
Byrne said his group recommended the 
“basic four percent increase’’ and claim- 
ed the school department has a 
“budgetary system that’s not very 
precise.’’ He said they have found that in- 
voices aren’t always presented, and that 
there is a great deal of over-expenditure in 
some accounts, with transfers of funds 
from one account to another. He said only

required only a simple majority of voters 
present, anything above the recommended 
cap required a two-thirds vote. 

The motion for a 5.4 percent increase 
was defeated by 244 yes’s to 501 no’s, and it 
became apparent that the schools were 
not going to get much more. 

Mrs. Viehmann’s motion for an 8.2 in- 
crease also went down to defeat; with 407 
voting yes and 331 voting no, following an 
appeal for the tax cap by former select- 
man chairman Milton Greenberg and an 
attempt by Donal Coleman of High Street 
for a ‘‘secret Australian ballot.”’ 


Greenberg, who serves on the board of a 
group that represents 80 top, high 
technology firms in the Bay State, said 
they feel the tax cap is necessary to help 
draw high technology employees into the 
state. If taxes aren’t curbed, he said, some 
of the firms might move out. 

Coleman’s motion, which required a 
vote of at least one-fourth, drew little sup- 
port. 

The school committee came down one 
step further to seven percent, and was still 
denied by a yes vote of 424 to a no vote of 
316. 

A motion for six percent was defeated 
by a yes vote of 477 to a no vote of 243, but 
Douglas Mitchell of High Plain Road 
challenged the accuracy of the count, 
which was nearing the necessary two- 
thirds majority. The recount turned up 498 
yes’s versus 250 no’s — one vote short of 
the override. 

Mrs. Viehmann was told they were out 
of order when the school committee re- 
quested she move the 5.4 budget again, 
and she came back with a motion for a 5.3 
percent budget.

Immigrants 


At Museum 


“Yearning to Breathe Free: Im- 
migrants in Search of the American 
Dream,” a photographic exhibit of im- 
migrant life on Ellis Island in the early 
decades of the 20th century, opens May 6 
at The Museum of Our National Heritage 
in Lexington. 

This display of 23 mounted photographs 
was prepared from original prints in the 
collections of the Statue of Liberty, and 
contains pictures taken by Augustus F. 
Sherman, Ellis Island’s official 
photographer until his death in 1925. 

Known only to the public through 
publication in early issues of ‘‘National 
Geographic Magazine,’’ Sherman’s 
photographs frequently appeared in the 
Immigration Service’s annual reports of 
the early 1900’s. They were 
“‘rediscovered’’ in 1966 when the 
photographers heirs donated a collection 
of 125 original prints to the National Park 
Service. — 

The exhibit depicts the progress of im- 
migrants from their arrival in New York 
Harbor to their departure from the famed 
immigration depot. The opening scene is a 
view of an immigrant ship teeming with 
expectant passengers. In another 
photograph, immigrants laden with suit- 
cases and bundles are pictured nervously 
waiting on the staircase to the Main Hall 
where they will be examined and question- 
ed. In the Main Hall, a doctor checks the 
underside of a women’s eyelid for 
trachoma, a contagious and then in- 
curable disease. Discovery of trachoma 
brought immediate rejection. The closing 
illustration shows a family of four sur- 
rounded by their few possessions, peering 

into the hazy distance at their new 
homeland across the water.

costs of general government administra- 
tion and services, passed with little op- 
position, and the whole block was passed 
by a standing vote, 875 to 7. This was well 
within the two thirds vote needed to 
override the proposed tax cap. 

The next block of line items, 23 to 30, 


also passed without a hitch, but when the 


standing vote to establish the two thirds 
majority was called for, several citizens 
on the floor objected. 

Grover Nix called it a ‘‘bad practice’’ to 
vote to override before the bill had been 
signed into law by the governor. ‘‘What is 
the purpose of the legislature passing a 
law if a sophisticated town like Andover 
decides piecemeal to override it in ad- 
vance?’’ he asked. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
that the town was adopting the procedure 
to avoid having a second and costly town 
meeting in the summer, when many of the 
voters might be away on vacation. 

Steven Flashenburg, in favor of voting 
to override, said, ‘I think it is important 
to express the needs of the town in spite of 
what the governor says.”’ 

Moderator James D. Doherty took a 
consensus vote to determine the attitude 
of the meeting toward the procedure. Ac- 
cording to his ruling, the meeting was in 
favor of taking a standing vote on each 
block of budget line items.

The voting continued with all blocks of 
line items receiving much more than the 
two thirds majority needed to override the 
proposed tax cap. 

Economy seemed an important factor in 
the voting, with town meeting paring an 
additional $11,650 from the selectmen’s 
recommended budget, which represented 
a 3.5 percent increase over last year’s. 

The cuts came in four areas. Selectmen 
had their expense budget trimmed back 
from $6570 to $3070 at the suggestion of the 
finance committee. The funds are ear- 
marked for special studies the selectmen 
might require during the year. 

The library lost $500 budgeted for over- 
time pay and $1200 for an extra library 
page, despite library protestations that an 
estimated 15,000 more books circulated in 
the system this year than last. 

The special program account of the 
department of community services was 
cut by $5050. Joan Pearson, director of the 
department, said the money would have 
been used to get more performances in the 
culturalseries, but all of the money would 
have been returned to the account through 
increased ticket fees. 

The finance committee called this ex- 
pansion of existing programs and 
recommended against it. 

The final cut came in the department of 
public works budget, eliminating $2400 
which DPW Director Robert McQuade 
had asked for to keep the Chandler Road 
landfill site open on Wednesday after- 
noons, Saturdays and holidays. With the 
budget as passed, the site will be closed on 
Wednesday afternoons, holidays and 11 
more Saturdays this year. 

In seven cases, town meeting voted 
against cuts recommended by the finance 
committee. 

They voted in favor of 36 more trees be- 
ing planted at a cost of $2000, and for 35 to 
40 new street lights, repairs and 
maintenance at a cost of $5000. 

The fire department had funds for a new 
ambulance approved against the advice of 
the finance committee. Selectman James 
Abramson spoke in favor of the new vehi- 
cle, claiming that the repairs and upkeep 
of the old one would cost more money in 
the long run than buying a new one for 
$35,000. The old ambulance will be kept in 
reserve. 

The animal control department received 
funds to purchase a new truck and to hire a 
second full-time dog officer. Sidney P. 
White, challenging the finance committee 
recommendation against these additions, 
said that if the town wanted to have leash 
laws, ‘‘they should give them the tools to 
enforce it.’’ 

Highway maintenance received a shot in 
the arm when $40,000 for maintenance was 
left in against FinCom recommendation. 
DPW director McQuade said the proposed 
cut would hamper snow removal, sidewalk 
and curb construction and repair and guar- 
drail maintenance, and would ignore in- 
creases in the cost of fuel, asphalt, salt 
and other materials used by the highway 
department. 

The department of community develop- 
ment and planning will pay about 15 cents 
per mile to employees using their own 
cars on the job. The FinCom recommend-

Greater Lawrence Outreach was left in- 
tact at $13,000. Services to those who could 
otherwise not afford them would be reduc- 
ed, a spokesman for the agency said, if the 
finance committee’s reduction of $1,000 
were voted. 

The amount requested for solid waste 
removal went up $16,796 from the $295,260 
asked for in the FinCom report. Town 
Manager Clark blamed the increase on a 
37 per cent hike in collection and disposal 
costs discovered Monday when bids on the 
solid waste removal contract bids were 
opened. Recycling, Clark said, will stay at 
its current level. 

A reduction in the amount requested by 
the police department for expenses 
resulted from purchasing new cruisers 
from Newton. The purchase allowed for a 
$2600 cut.

Supt. Lewis S. Albert has 
announced that Lowell 
National Historial Park is 
developing plans for a guid- 
ed tour which will be a 
major tourist attraction in 
Lowell this summer. 

The Lowell Mill and 
Canal Tour will provide an 
opportunity to see first- 
hand Lowell’s well- 
preserved canal system 
and related 19th century 
structures. According to 
Albert, the tour may ac- 
comodate as many as 20,- 
000 people over 65 days of 
operation during June, Ju- 
ly, and August. 

As presently planned, the 
three-hour tour will be gi3n 
nine times a day, Wednes- 
day through Sunday, June 2 
through Sept. 2. One of the 
highlights will be a boat 
trip up the Merrimack 
River from the Northern 
Canal Gatehouse to the 
Pawtucket Canal, and 
down the canal as far as 
the Francis Gate complex. 
Other points of interest to 
visitors will be the 
Merrimack Gatehouse and 
the surrounding downtown 
Park area, the Lowell 
Musuem and turbines in 
the adjacent Wannalancit 
Mill, and the impressive 
19th century 
hydrotechnology of the 
Northern Canal Gatehouse.

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Applauding The Decision 


The decision to withdraw the advisory item dealing 
with the junior high project, agreed upon by school and 
town officials, is to be applauded. 

It is not so much that additional alternatives are now 
to be examined, but the more important factor is there 
is now time for reaching agreement and consensus on 
what is to be done to provide an adequate school plant 
for Andover’s future. 

As indicated a week ago in our editorial comment, 
there was a fear that the project was in jeopardy, which 
would have been a bad omen for the town. 

It still faces substantial hurdles, but the path to 
providing Andover’s educational building needs, seems 
to be on a course which could well lead to agreement 
several months from now. : 

The most commendable part of the agreement to 
withdraw the item for consideration at this week’s an- 
nual town meeting was the recognizing of the need for 
communication between the school committee and 
school building committee, as well as other town boards 
where applicable. 

There is little doubt that it will be a long summer for 
both the building committee and school board. They are 
now charged with coming up'with a proposal to be 
presented to Andover voters either later this year or at 
a special town meeting early next year. 

We would anticipate that many of the views held by 


townspeople with regard to the project as it existed 
prior to last week’s decision may remain. 

But with time and study now on the agenda, rather 
than decision and guidance, there is the opportunity to 
examine what will be best for the town. 

Considered within the alternatives will be the 
possibility of a realignment of the school system, from 
its present 6-3-3 grade system, to some other format. 

That, too, will take some understanding and accep- 
tance if it is ultimately decided upon. 

There will be ample opportunity for public input as 
the planning and study continues in the months ahead. 

Most important, however, will be the need for agree- 
ment to compromise the varying viewpoints. 

It is the duty now of the building and school com- 
mittees to take the educational specifications, the 
demographic considerations and put it all together in a 
package which will best fit Andover’s educational needs 
in an economical manner. 

Without some compromise along the way, the project 
will remain as risky of passage as it was a week ago. 

Based on the decision to continue to study alter- 
natives and maintain open lines of communication 
between the public and those concerned with the pro- 
ject, we view the total school project as now heading 
toward a proper conclusion — culminating in construc- 
tion sometime next year.

WASHINGTON -— It has 
been five years since Rich- 
ard Nixon was condemned 
by his own words. They 
were recorded on secret 
White House tapes, which 
provided evidence of the 
greatest political scandal 
in White House history -— 
Watergate. 

But the tapes may also 
contain evidence of other 
scandals. Most of Nixon’s 
White House conversations 
have never been made 
public. We have joined 
other reporters in asking 
the courts to open up all the 
tape recordings. But the 
former president is fight- 
ing to keep them secret. 

Now a congressional 
subcommittee wants to lis-_ 
ten to Nixon’s conversa- 
tions with Arthur Sampson 
and Robert Kunzig. They 
headed the scandal- 
scarred General Services 
Administration while 
Nixon was president. 

The agency is mired in 
corruption. Ten juries are 
now sifting through the 
sordid evidence. They 
have already handed down 
more than 40 indictments 
and obtained 27 guilty 
pleas. ~ 

While the Justice De- 
partment has been crack- 
ing down on lesser offi- 
cials, the top brass have 
miraculously gone 
unscathed. One reason for 
this is that the records are 
missing. Government 
sources told us that some 
key files have been re- 
moved or destroyed. 

The congressional sub- 
committee is quietly look- 
ing for the missing evi- 
dence.

Mobil also sub- 
mitted a multimillion dol- 
lar bid for a land develop- 
ment company and is nego- 
tiating for a paper 
manufacturing company 
called Bodcaw. 


Atlantic Richfield paid a 
cool $2 billion for Ana- 
conda Copper. Tenneco 
bought the Philadelphia 
Life Insurance Company 
for $644 million. Gulf Oil 
purchased a chemical con- 
glomerate called Kewanee 
Brands at a price of $389 
million. Sun Oil is trying to 
take over another chemi- 
cal company called Bec- 
ton-Dickinson for $600 mil- 
lion.

So 
the Walter Reed presiden- 
tial suite — 2,800 square 
feet of expensive space — 
stands empty.

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Stop F ire Before It Starts 


Nearly 3.5 million fires occured in the 
United States in 1977, resulting in a total 
property loss of $6 million. In addition, 
fire has become the third most common 
cause of fatal accidents in the U.S. In 1977, 
9,950 civilians died as a result of fire, an 
increase of 13 percent over the previous 
year. Of these deaths, approximately 7,800 
(78 percent) occured in residential blazes. 

Since most of the fires were in people’s 
homes and apartments, Liberty Mutual In- 
surance Co., offers some: suggestions on 
how to safeguard a residence against fire. 

Have a service technician inspect all 
portable heating equipment before you put 
it away for the summer. It’s also a good 
idea to check it again before using it dur- 
ing the winter months. Although space 
heaters provide comfort, they can be a 
fire hazard if they are not cleaned often or 
if they have defective wiring. If you do 
have occasion to use them on a chilly spr- 
ing evening, make certain they are placed 
away from such combustibles as bedding, 
curtains and furniture. Also, be sure that 
space heaters are positioned away from 
household trafffic, as small children and 
pets could accidentally cause a fire by 
knocking over the heaters. 

Have your chimney cleaned and in- 
spected now that winter is over. A clean 
chimney helps insure a safe fireplace for 
the cold winter months. Never use a 
fireplace that is not equipped with a wire 
of glass screen. 

Properly replace all fuses. Be sure that 
your fuse box or circuit breaker unit is 
operating correctly. Replace all burned 
out fuses with ones of the same size. 

Keep matches away from children. 
Teach your children fire-safe habits at an 
early age. Instruct them not to play with 
matches or lighters, and always keep such 
sources of fire out of their reach. Also, 
never store cookies (or other ‘‘goodies”’ 
attractive to children) above the stove, 
since a child could accidentally ignite the 
stove or be severly burned by one already 
turned on. 

Let your TV and stereo ‘‘breathe.’’ 
Allow adequate air space around your 
television and stereo equipment to prevent 
overheating. If the equipment is not work- 
ing properly, have it checked immediately 
(or don’t use it), as it could be a fire 
hazard. 

Keep a close check on wiring. Make cer- 
tain all electrial extension cords are in the 
open rather than under carpets, over 
books or through door openings — and in- 
spect them regularly for wear. Refrain 
from overloading electrical outlets and be 

sure your home is equipped with special 
circuits for heavy-duty appliances such as

sion. 

If you smoke, be careful. Never smoke 
in bed, and if you feel drowsey, don’t 
smoke while relaxing in a chair. Never 
smoke near flammable liquids or in a con- 
fined or cluttered area such as an attic or 
cellar where a live ash could smolder and 
ignite. Use large ashtrays that are free of 
paper and cellophane, and douse the 
ashtray’s contents with water before emp- 
tying. 

If you have a work area, keep it clean 
and fire safe. All flammable items should 
be cleared away from the workbench; 
paint and solvent containers should be 
kept closed and away from all sources of 
ignition; and soiled rags, wood scraps and 
other combustible debris should be remov- 
ed and stored outside in a metal container. 
Power tools (as well as all electrical 
appliances) should have a testing agency 
label of approval, be kept in good repair 
and be properly stored. 

‘Fireproof’ your garage. Keep it clean 
and uncluttered. Clean the floor often to 
avoid a build-up of dried leaves, oil, grease 
drippings and other combustibles. Also, 
try to minimize the accumulation of 
overflow storage from your house. 

Keep a fire extinguisher handy. If you 
purchase only one fire extinguisher to 
fulfill your safety needs, Liberty Mutual 
Suggests it be a ‘‘multi-purpose,”’ dry 
chemical extinguisher. Because many 
fires originate in the living room or 
kitchen, it is best to locate one ex- 
tinguisher where it can be reached quickly 
from either room.

Gillette Reports Strong Quarter 


Sales and earnings of The 
Gillette Company ad- 
vanced strongly in the first 
quarter of 1979, Colman M. 
Mockler, Jr., chairman 
and chief executive officer, 
told the annual meeting of 
stockholders at Andover 
recently. 

Sales for the three 
months ended March 31, 
were$457 222,000, an in- 
crease of 15% from $398,- 
712,000 in 1978. Pretax in- 
come was $51,761,000 com- 
pared with $42,401,000 a 
year earlier, up 22%. Con- 
solidated net income of 
$30,853,000 rose 38% from 
$22,283,000 in 1978. Ear- 
nings per share of $1.02 
compared with $.74 the 
prior year. First quarter 
results are not necessarily 
indicative of those for the 
full year. 

Sales of Gillette North 
America were slightly up 
from the first quarter of 
the year earlier while 
operating profits were 
slightly lower. Gillette 
International’s sales were 
well above the first quarter 
of 1978 and operating 
profits were higher.Sales 
of the Braun group were 
Sharply up and operating 
profits were above those of 
the prior year’s first 
quarter. Sales of Diver- 
sified Companies were 
above the first quarter of 
1978 and operating profits 
were strongly ahead. 

Mr. Mockler said that 
consolidated profit from 
operations was ap- 
proximately $61.5 million 
in the first quarter, up 10% 
from $56.1 million in 1978. 

Net exchange loss in the 
quarter was $1.1 million 
compared with $6.4 million 
in the first quarter of 1978. 
The lower exchange loss 
was largely attributable to 
the rapid upward move- 
ment of the German mark 
against the United States 
dollar at the close of the 
Braun AG 1978 fiscal year.

The most recent pain- 
ting, purchased Jast by the 
Essex Institute, Salem, is a 
large oil, ‘“Examination of 
a. Witch,.”’. by Ts Hy. 
Matteson, a well-known 
New York artist of genre, 
hisotrical, allegorical and 
religious scenes in the mid- 
19th century.
